GENERAL BULLER NOT LIKELY TO 


LISTEN TO COLONIAL ADVICE. — 


Believed He Will Send a Force to Re- 


lievesWhite—His Main Army Proba-. 


bly Will Be Massed at De Aar June- 
tion—Dutch Now Thought te Have 
Anticipated His Plane—Smuts and 
. Reitz Said to Be Responsible for 
the War. £

London, Nov. 5, 3 a. m.—General Buller’s 
plan of campaign is a secret which is not 
known even at the War office and certainly 
has not been confided to any war corre- 
spondent. He received full advice and sug- 
gestions from Lord Wolseley and Sir Evelyn 
Wood before leaving London, but retained 
absolute liberty of action. as was befitting 
a commander of the forces in south Africa, 
which has been the grave of so many repu- 
tations, military and civil. 

‘The military experts here can only, hazard 
surmises respecting his probable course and 
tactics in dealing with the situation now 
that he has mastered the details on the 
ground. They begin by assuming that he 
will take warning from what has happened 
in Natal and not allow the colonial authori- 
ties to influence his action. It is now well 
known that the Natal officials were largely 
responsible not only for the separation of 
the field force into two camps forty miles 
apart but also for the selection of Lady- 
smith as a post which must be defended at 
all hazards, and it is alleged that they made 
strenuous efforts to have Laing’s Nek oc- 
cupied. Naturally they were anxious to 
have Upper Natal defended, and their coun- 
sels prevailed, except in the single detail 
of the occupation of Laing’s Nek. 


- Provincials Blamed for Blunder. 

The retreat from Glencoe and the defense 
‘under the worst possible conditions of Lady- 
‘smith, where the town is commanded by 
several concentric circles of outlying hills, 
are the results of provincial control over 
military plans. Skilled experts do not hes- 
itate to say that Glencoe should never have 
been occupied, and that Ladysmith should 
only have been held temporarily, and with- 
out the concentration of supplies of military 
stores, the garrison retiring behind the Tu- 
gela, destroying the bridges and drawing 
the Boers further from their base, and con- 
ducting a dilatory and defensive campaign 
until the arrival of the army corps. 

General Buller is not likely to pay heed 
to any suggestions from the provincial of- 
ficiais. He will deal with the situation on 
military lines, and with an inflexible pur- 
pose. He is not a diplomatist, but a self-

CANADA MEETS HARD PROBLEM. 


Issue Again Raised on Constitutional- 
ity of Sending Troops Without 
Parliamentary Sanction. 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 2—({Special Corre- 
spondence.J—An important constitutional 
question is being raised regarding the con- 
tribution of troops by Canada to fight for 
Great Britain. Sir Wilfrid Leurier was.the 
first to state the constitutional obstacle to 
the proposed contingent. His contention 
was, in effect; that the ministry would lay 
itself open to attack for illegal procedure 
if it ordered troops to be sent out of the 
country for the purpose sought without par-

Tarte, in. case of the offer being accepted by 
the British War office and a second con- 
tingent being actually sent without Parlia- 
ment being first consulted, is not only likely 
to throw up his portfolio, but is almost cer- 
tain to do it im order to have a free hand 
in raising the constitutional question in the 
House of Commons.

WRECK DELAYSIOWA MEN 


THIRD BATTALION If FORCED To 
MAKE LONG DETOUR. 


Accident to Another Train Just Bast 
of Ogden Blocks the Track and the 
Third Section of the Train Bear 
ing the Fifty-fret Regiment May 
Be Late at Council Bluffe—Men a

On board the special train of the Fifty- 
first Iowa, near Laramie, Wyo.

as it is the boys on the belated section. 

The first section of the train left Ogden > 
for the East at 10:30 last night, followed 
soon after by the second section. A few 
miles out of Ogden the trains carrying a 
regiment of infantry from Fort Niagara to 
San Francisco were met. The first and seo- 
ond sections of the Iowa train got by safely, 
but before the third section reached Castle 
Rock the last section of the west-bound 
soldiers’ train was thrown from the track, 
bilecking the progress of the last section of 
the Iowa train.

Oo. L. BORG, HANDLESS MAN, ARREST. 
ED CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


Postofiice Inspectors Say the Prisoner 
Confesses Signing the Name of BH. 
B. Rogers to a Money Order—He Is 
Aaserted to Be a Beautiful Writer, 
Notwithstanding His Crippled Con- 
\dition—Arrested Once Before, but 
Fails to Appear for Trial. | 


A man without hands was arrested in Chi- 
cago yesterday for forgery. A skillful imi- 
tation of the handwriting of E. E. Rogers, 
297 South Central Park avenue, to whom a 
postoffice money order had been sent from 
Baraboo, Wis., was found in the archives of 
the Postofiice. The inspectors went out 
looking for the forger, and returned after a 
week's pursuit with Charles L. Borg, Thir- 

this is the forger,”’ said Inspector 
Joseph Farrell, who had made the arrest. 

“A forger without hands?” the other in- 
spectors asked, incredulously. 

“ Well, he fits the case in every other way,” 
said Farrell, who admitted he was also per- 
plexed. “ But I don’t know how I'll ever 
make a case of forgery stick against a hand- 
less man.”’ 


Victim of Railroad Accident. 

The postal detectives were at a loss to 
know what to do. The forged postoffice 
money order had been traced to Borg. A 
few years ago Borg was the victim of a 
railroad accident, and he lost his left hand 
and his entire right arm. He conducts a 
small mafl order business at Thirty-second 
and State streets. He gets his mail at a 
printing office in the Times Building. E. BE. 
Rogers also gets mail at the same place. 
The letter containing the money order in 
question was delivered at this place and 
Rogers did not get it. He made inquiry at 
the Postoffice when he learned it had been 
sent to him. There he was informed that it 
had been presented by the representati¢¥e 
of a firm in the Omaha Building: There 
it was found that the money order had been 
given by a man without hands. : 

‘I know a man without hands,” said 
Rogers. “I wonder if it could be he."” Then 
he gave Borg’s name to the postal officials 
and after a while Borg was located and 
placed under arrest. 

The arrest of Borg seemed to end the pur- 
suit of clews to the offender. The fact that 
the offense was forgery seemed to leave 
Borg beyond suspicion. 

“ That man certainly has a good defense,”’ 
said Farrell, “ but if he didn’t do it weshall 
never find the man who did.”’ 

The money order with the forged signature 
was got out and studied. It was embel- 
lished with the name “ E. BE. Rogers” ina 
fine, bold hand. Rogers is a penman who 
flings flourishes when he writes his name. 
The forger had thrown the same sort of 
flourishes in affixing the necessary signa- 
ture in order to get possession of the sum 
of $6, in which amount the order was pay- 


able. 

| Shows His Skill with Pen. 

Say, Borg,”’ said Farrell who writes 
your name for you?” 

“Ido,” said Borg haughtily. . 

“ What do you use, your feet?” 

“Give me that pen,” and the pen was 
handed toward him. 

Borg put forward his mouth and with a 
dexterous movement of his neck caught the 
pen between his teeth, where he adjusted it 
to a poise that suited him. He then sattoa 
desk and wrote his name with many graceful 
curves and dashing flourishes. 

“Then you wrote Rogers’ name on that 


money order?’ 
““O, I guess I may as well tell you that I 
d.’ 


_“* Let me see you write it again.” 

Borg dashed off the sigfhature, and then 
léaned back and looked at it with a show of 
pride. The inspectors were no longer in 
doubt. They said Borg was a wonder, but 
that he was also guilty. He did not deny it. 

Once before Borg was arrested. It was 
in October, 1895, when he was charged with 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes. He 
was indicted, but failed to appear for trial. 
He was missing, and it was said he had 
gone té~Sweden. The officials, who have 
been wanting him on the old charge, were 
not aware he had returned to the city, until 
they captured him unexpectedly while look- 
ing for a forger. 

‘The samples of his penmanship he made 
yesterday for the inspectors were preserved 
as evidence against him when his trial be- 
gins, as it was suggested a jury might find 
difficulty in believing an armless man could 
be guilty of forgery.

‘Through the misinterpretation of an order, 
letters signed by Superintendent Andrews 
and appointing teachers to duty in the night 
schools have been issued from the Superim 
tendent’s office.

Large Decrease Expected 
in the Number of | 
Destitute. 
being put in working order again to. 
meet the larger demands of the year. The 
cold months will not bring out so many ap- 
peals for aid as were made last winter, and 
last winter was marked by fewer cases of 
crying destitution than the winter preceding 
it and the one before that. Already the in- 
dications have been studied by the men 
who dispense charity, and they say with 
gatisfaction that poverty in Chicago has 
been decreasing steadily for three years. 
Although the cases of poverty will not be 
so numerous as last winter, there will be 
many who would starve or freeze if it were 
not for the provision made to lend them 
aid. The old and infirm of the poor, and 
the widows and the sick, still will make a 
lange army of the destitute onés. This 
year, however, the large number of unem- 
ployed who are able to work has disap- 
peared. There is so much work in the 
mills apd factories that artificial poverty 
which taxed the limits of the charitable

County Agent’s Office Equipped. 
The County Agent's office, which is the 
largest charitable institution in Chicago, is 
equipped for the winter campaign. The 
Bureau of Associated Charities has added 
to its scope and efficiency and will do more 
work than in other winters, if the work is 
to be done. 
more than 800 charitable institutions of 
many sorts that give relief, and which work 
more or less.in harmony with the County 
Agent's office and the Bureau of Associated 
Charities. | 

These institutions have in a 1 measu 
done away with what is called 
ate charity.” The work of the Bureau of 
Associated Charities is confined principally 
to Investigating the cases of those reported 
as needy. As it is also an administrative 
body the affiliated institutions do most of 
the actual work of relieving necessities un-. 
der the direction of the bureau. 

The great center of alms-giving, however, 
is. the County Agent’s office at 130 South 
Clinton street. There is where the poor 
who become charges of the county receive 
alms. The county appropriates money to 
employ men to inquire and discover who

Excepting in the month of February and 
the latter part of January, when the de- 
mands for charity are the greatest. twenty 
men are employed in these two offices in- 
vestigating reported cases of destitution and 
issuing food to the needy. In the busy sea- 
sons extra men are usually employed. One

day in February, 1897, 1.250 sacks of flour

The process of investigation of cases of 
application for relief is an exhaustive one. 
Visitors are sent. out to inquire into every 
case, and they have explicifinstructions to 
relieve the worthy and to withhold relief 

‘from the unworthy. The visitor fills out a 
blank with answers to seventy-five ques- 
tions in his report. The person ap- 
plying for charity and who is the subject of 
the report is given a card, and on presenta- 
tion of the card the relief is issued if the re- 
port is favorable. 

*“ Now and then some one comes in to pro- 
test against giving relief to somebody or 
another,”” said Mr. Oleson. ‘ “ Usually the 
protest is made against the most deserving 
of cases. Those, for instance, who were once 
well todo. They are the sort of people who 
face hunger the longest before applying. We 
give relief every winter to many who proba- 
bly would die of hunger before they would 
apply if their names were given to the pub- 
lic as receiving county aid.” 


Medical Aid Is Given.” 


There is also a medical department con- 
nected with the County Agent’s office. Ten 
physicians are attached to it, who attend 
the destitute sick. They not only'visit these 
cases, but bring them medicine, and, when 
it is advisable, these sick are sent te the 
County Hospital, 

The department of outdoor relief of the 


County board, which is represented by the. 


County Agent’s office, is one of the largest 
departments" of the board. When D. D. 
Healy was President of the County board 
it was his particular hobby, and President 
- Irwin at the present time is no less‘active in 
his interest in its management. ; 


The Bureau of Associated Charities, whose 


offices ‘are in the Masonic Temple, does not 
in any way conflict with the work of the 
County Agent's office.. This bureau serves 
as a sort.of clearing-house for the charitable 
work of the numerous organizations and in- 
stitutions of the city. The three principal 
societies in Chicago doing charitable work 
are St. Vincent de Paul's society, which is 
the charitable orgarization of the Catholic

speaking of these societies County Agent 
Oleson said: 4 

“They do a great amount of work in the 
early part of the winter. Then their funds 
begin ‘to. fail, and many of the cases they 
would care for themselves, if they had 
enough money, are referred to this office.”’ 


Work of Associated Bureaus. 


The independent societies keep in close 
touch with the Bureau of Associated Char- 
ities. In the last year the bureau investi- 
gated more than 10,000 cases of application 
for aid, These were referred for investiga- 
tion by the charitable societies and by 


church pastors. For the of in- 
vestigation and speedy relief the bureau 
maintains eleven district offices. Whenever 
a case is reported a visitor, who is usually 
a woman, is sent from the nearest office 
with discretionary powers to relieve any 
immediate necessity.’ Ernest P. Bicknell, 
superintendent of the Bureau of Associated 
Charities, told of a typical case to illus- 
trate the work. ; 

**One of our visitors found a woman with 
three small children in a basement room,” 
he said. “The woman was sick and the 
children were hungry and cold. The visitor 
went to the nearby grocery store and 
bought some food and cooked some broth 
for the woman. Then she washed the chil- 
dren and swept out the unkempt room, 
and when she had the place tidy and the 
occupants fed she sent for one of the doc- 
tors on our staff. The doctor found the 
woman so ill a surgical operation was neces- 


sary. 
“This woman was too ill to be taken toa 


hospital immediately. A nurse was sent 
to her and the woman was cared for four 
days until she had got stronger, and then 
she was.taken to a hospital. The children 
were sent to a foundling asylum until the 
mother was restored to health. Then a 
clean room was rented for her, and her chil- 
dren were brought back to her. She was 
given work in one of the ten sewing-rooms 
we maintain. and she was able to support 
herself and children by her work. 

“The money necessary in this case was 
furnished by persons to whom we applied 
for aid in this particelar case. We have 
lists of persons who are anxious to give 
charity where they may know it is deserved. 
The man who paid the rent for this woman 
has done so in no less than twenty similar 
- Keep a List of Frauds. 

Since the establishment of. this bureau 
‘business-men who put aside a fund every 
year for charity have found it advantageous 
to refer applicants for ald to the bureau for 
investigation. More than 3,000 cases were 
referred in this way to the bureau last year. 
It has discovered many frauds and put tham 
on the Hat.. Only last week a typical case 
of fraud was turned up by the bureau. 

This was the case of a man who was 
soliciting afd to go to New Mexico to find 
relief from consumption. He said he needed 
only $5 to enable him to make thetrip. He 
made this appeal to a wealthy North Side 
woman. She was anxious to aid him if he 
were telling the truth. She sent him to the 
bureau for a certificate. When he went 
there he was induced to confess he had been 
obtaining $5 bills in that way for five years, 
and never had the consumption and never in- 
tended to go to New Mexico or anywhere 
else as long as he was doing well in Chica- 

o. He had a letter of commendation from 

uther Laflin Mills. When Mr. Mills was 
questioned about him he said he would like 
to favé the letter returned, as he had been

“'The most important work done here,” 
said Superintendent Bicknell, “is to assist 
the charitable societies and charitable peo- 
ple in finding worthy persons om whom to 
bestow their gifts. We are combating indis- 
criminate giving of alms, because the money 
that Can be spared for the purpose should be 
given where it is actually needed.” 


' Millions Given in Charity. 

The extent of the charities of Chicago is 
not possible of estimation, but it is conjec- 
tured that no less than $3,000,000 is given 
away in this manner every year. The so- 
cleties that give charity are much diversi- 
fied and this diversification, when aided 
by such a general head as the bureau, comes 
nears to reaching all the destitution and suf- 
fering. . 

_ One new addition to the charitable work 
of the bureau is the providing of books for 
the poor. This is done by placing in a 
house in each neighborhood where there 
are many poor, a bookcase with twenty 
books of stories for children. These are 
changed at intervals, and in this way many 
ehildren who never heard of the public 
library are given the opportunity of forming 
a taste for reading. 

Potato gardens in vacant lots for the poor 
ig another method of aiding the deserving 
practiced by the bureau. These gardens 
last year afforded aid to 200 families. The 
workrooms for women. where sewing !s done, 
gave employment to 1,000 poor women last 
year. The women who work in these rooms 
are paid principally in groceries, which are 
furnished to them at wholesale prices For 
women who are not skilled at sewing and 
who are strong the bureau has organized a 
system of taking in washing. The bureau 
has many women volunteers who give much 
of their time to instructing poor women in 
cookery and in housework. 

Summer outings for sick children and wom- 
en were provided last summer under the 
direction of the bureau for 900 persons, and 
a like number were given transportation to 
enable them to go where they would find. 
friends or permanent relief. 

A concert for the benefit of the bureau 
will be given on Nov. 11 at Central Music 
Hall, by the London Gleé Singers, who will 
render a program of old English folk songs.

From east Africa also idintdihiate accounts 
of destitution occasionally arrive, but every 
one’s attention is given to this south African 
war and all charity as well. It is not likely 
there. will be any great subscription to the 
Indian famine relief fund this winter. 

Orleans’ Antics. 

While the Duc d‘Orleans, the pretender, 
banished from France, has amusing the 
world by creating Prince Jean and Princess 
Isabelle d’Orleans, who were married at 
Kingston-on-the-Thames last Monday, the 
Duke and Duchesse of Guise, thus reviving 
a name famous in the history of France,

M. Ricaudy’s Discovery. 

The voluminous and detailed report of M. 
Ricaudy, each statement in which is sup- 
ported by authentic decumentary evidence, 
establishes the fact, in the opinion of Ri- 
caudy and other Parisian archzologists, 
that the remains of Patil Jones repose in the 
site of a graveyard which was discontinued 
as such in 1798, and where they were interred 
July 20, 1792. It is satisfactorily established 
that they never were exhumed. 

The cemetery where John Paul Jones is 
now.said to be buried was opened for French 
and foreign Protestants in 1762 and officially 
closed Jan. 1, 1793, less than six months after 
Jones’ death. The land was sold as national 
property and deeded to a merchant named 
Phalipeaux, who conveyed it to a contracfor 
named Sege, whose heirs still own the land, 
comprising 2,500 meters square, situated be- 
hind St. Louis’ Hospital on the site today 
occupied by the old ill-conditioned one and 
two storied buildings and sheds numbered 
41, 48, 45, and 47 Rue Grange au Belles, and 
1 Rue des Ecluse Saint Martin, forming 
the southwesterly corner of a #mall square 
‘Indicated on any Paris guide book. 

The spot now located in the abandoned 
cemetery as that where repose the remains 
of Paul Jones was occupied by a stable for 
the carts and horses of Sege. It was subse- 
quently used as a laundry.

Net Results to Data - 
After three weeks of war the British losses 
exceéd 2,000, and Ladysmith, Mafeking, and 
Kimberley are closely invested; Cape Col- 
ony has been invaded at two points below 
the Orange River, and Lower Natal is 
threatened from Zululand. John Bull, after | 
the first burst of overconfidence and ela- 
tion over delusive bulletins of victory, has 
awakened to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. The truth is now known to be that 
the Boers were well prepared for war, 
whereas too much work was cut out for the 
British commanders and garrisons, and the 
Ministers are held to a full responsibility 
for a situation humiliating to British pride. 
While it is premature to conclude that the 
Liberal party, after -drifting helplessly in 
cross-currents for four years, may now be 
caught by a floodtide of popular resentment

army to a defensive campaign for which 
it was ill-prepared and heavily over- 
matched, it is fairly certain that there is a 
steadily growing feeling of irritability and 
dissatisfaction in the country with the con- 
duct of the war during the early stages of 
the campaign.

CALLS IT A VICTORY OF Lass, 


Coach Woodruff Tells Why Penn 
Below Grade. 
(BY GDORGE WOODRUFF. }

estimated a mediocre team, and failed to 
give due credit to a first-class one. This is the 
whole story of the game.

It might be asked why Pennsylvania is 
so below the plane of the first class this year. 
The answer to this question is one which all 
leyal Pennsylvanians are searching for, and 
lave not been able thus far to discover. 
The truth of the matter is that there are 
probably several reasons, instead of one. | 

Principal among the reasbns, since it has 
no bearing upon the methods used, or the 
management, is the fact that from injury 
or other cause it has been impossible to put 
the same team into the field for any two 
successive practice games, to say nothing of 
the contests themselves. As an example of 
this it may be noted that Bannard was tried 
aaah without having ever lined

mistake of Judgment. 


Question of Judgment. 

In my opinion it! was advisable under the 
circumstances to try for a first down after 
the third, instead of taking a drop kick for 
the goal. The reason for this is as follows: 

There is a rule which provides that after 
a failure to obtain a goal from a drop kick 
on a first down inside the twenty-five-yard 
line the ball must be kicked out from behind 
the ten-yard line instead of from behind the 
twenty-five, as is the case after any other 
touchback. When Captain Hare found that 
he had a third down with but six inches to 
gain he chose to run for the six inches 
rather than lose the benefit of this rule about 
the ten-yard line. Nobody would have sur- 
posed that, taking the ball himself, he could 
not obtain the necessary half a foot. The 
outcome of the play was disastrous, but the 
judgment in choosing it was first-class, as 
any person thoroughly understanding foot- 
ball can readily figure out. 

For Harvard, Swain. Daly, Ellis, and 
Campbell played a brilliant game. Camp- 
bell did not get as much opportunity to show 
his strength as the other men, but he made 
it practically impossible’for Pennsylvania to 


.gain ground in his direction. Hallowell’'s 


kicking was also notable, but not as uni- 


1 formly accurate as Pennsylvania had feared. 


Ellis’ line bucking was a remfirkably con- 
sistent feature of the game. If the line op- 
posing him played high he seemed to have 
the power, with the help of his fellow-play- 
ers, to crush the line back and make the 
necessary ground. If, on the other hand, 
the line played low and attempted to prevent 
his line bucking, he hurdled it, and succeeded 
even better than before. 

It is hard to criticise players who are 
contending against a better team, but it did 
geeem as though the Pennsylvania men 
beyond the line ought to have seen that 
Ellis was about to run with the ball in 
every instance that he took it, and should 
have been able to prevent most of his gains. 

For Pennsylvania, Hare played a remark- 
ably hard game. His backing up at end 
after being tied to the center by fears of 
Ellis was unusually good. In two or three 
different instances he prevented touchdowns 
from being made practically without any 
help from other men on his own team. 

One instance, in particular, was the most 
creditable exhibition of determined fighting 
against odds I ever saw. Kendall had 
cleared Pennsylvania’s left end with four 
interferers, and Hare by some remarkable 
skill which is hard to explain succeeded in 
placing himself in front of this rushing 
mass after it had made about five yards of 

ound. If he had attempted to go through 
and tackle the runner he would have almost 
surely failed to get him. Using good head 
work, he buffeted interferer after interferer 
against the runner until he finally battered 
him out of bounds, without having had an 
opportunity to touch him with his hands. 

The defense of the Harvard team was the 
especial feature of the game. Even Hare, 
who has seldom kept from gaining through 
an entire game, was unable to get any re- 
turn watever from his running: 
Jeaving out of account Wallace’s run of 
about thirty yards, it can be said that Penn- 
sylvania gained no ground whatever except 
on trick plays. ‘ 

Must Envy Harvard Team. 

The entire Havard team showed so much 
activity and determination, both in attack 
and , that the Pennsylvania sym- 
pathizers must have felt envious. The en- 
tire action of the Harvard team would re- 
mind one of the Pennsylvania teams of 1804 
and 1895. They acted as though they were 
playing *the game from choice and with 
pleasure, not as though they were simply 
trying to get through so much irksome time 
upon the field. 

The officialing was all that could be de- 
sired. If anything, the decisions of the um- 
pire favored Pennsylvania in both halves. 
In the first half of the game a Harvard man 
Bucceeded in making a touchdown after a 
brilliant but with good luck for Penn- 
sylivania ball was called back for hoid- 
ing and giver to Pennsylvania.

Any one acquainted with Princeton history 
in athletics and with the Princeton spirit can 
understand what a change would come over 
one of its teams after a defeat guch as Cor- 
nell gave it last Saturday. I have said that 
the game was electrical; the players made 
it so; the Princeton players especially. ) 

You could almost see the sparks fly from 
every Princeton player, and they became 
more and more surcharged with electricity 
as the game progressed. I don’t think that 
I ever saw men get into their places quicker 
and rarely have the signals been given mcre 
rapidly through an entire game than was 
done by Princeton today. 

Princeton’s Quick Play. 

In this respect Brown also came in for 
praise, but its offensive game was so much 
weakened by the loss of its men that it was 
put on the defensivo most of the time. 

Frequently Princeton woud have the play 
going before the referee was fairly out of the 
midst of the players, and I remember few 
instances where the runner with the ball 
was not assisted to his feet by some of his 
fellow-players who were closely following 
the ball and helping in the play. 

This,.in my opinion, was the finest feature 
in the play of both teams. 

When they were ready to play they got at 
it with a will and they did not spend any 
time consulting on what signal to give. 
There was no questioning at any time on the 
advisability of piaying this or that forma- 
tion. Some of the Brown players who were 
injured occasionally took out time, but when 
the play was going on it was fast and fierce. 

Princeton was nerved up to make a strong 
showing today, and the secret of its good 
work lay in its spirit rather than in the in- 
herent strength of its plays. Its offensive 
work today cannot be said to be especially 
strong as far as the formations themselves 
are concerned, but, on the other hand,

Gains Between Guard and Tackle. 

Princeton’s tactics seemed to be to drive 
through all parts of the line, with special 
emphasis against the tackles. Its most con~- 
sistent gains were made between tackle and 
guard on straight dives by the half, with 
the full back and other half pushing and 
with tandem cross bucks by the opposite 
half, the half back on that side and full 
back preceding, while the opposite tackle 
swung around in behind the half with the 
ball and helped him through. 

First, Reiter or McCord would swing 
around the end behind good interference, 
or Hillebrand would come out from tackle 
position, encircling the end for a good gain, 
or Duncan, the quarter back, would receive 
the ball on a double pass for a wide detour.

Hudson, the Carlisle Quarter Back, Dis- 
cusses His Art—Practice the 
Main Essential. . 


I think kicking is the most scientific art 
in football, but it is an art which anybody 
can learn with practice. But a man cannot 
become a good drop kicker in one year. It 
must be practiced year after year and day 
after day in that year. I began under W. 
T. Bull; the old Yale player, who had the 
‘art as fine as anybody ever had it, I think. 
That was three years ago. I used to go out 
on to the fleld and practice it by the hour, 
but almost always with a man to pass bgck 
to me. Some days they would go over every 
time, and then they would go all wrong for 
a day or two, till I would feel like giving it 
up. But I stuck to it, and finally it became 
@S easy as throwing a baseball. But it is 
not always as easy one day as another. 

The way I do it is to-take my position 
about ten yards back of the center man. 
When I get the ball I drop it end down, try- 
ing to make it as nearly vertical as possi- 
ble. I step forward with my right foot or 
my left, depending with which foot I am go- 
ing to kick. That is, if I intend to kick with 
iny right foot I step forward with my left, 
and then bring the other up, hitting the ball 
equarely just below the center. 

I can kick as well with one foot as the 

other now. I usually use my right foot, but 
T have practiced with my left a great deal, 
and can do as well with that. 
“Mést trop kickers spend a great deal of 
time arranging the ball in their hands after 
they get it. I think speed tn getting the ball 
away the most essential thing, d I have 
never had any blocked. Burden came near 
blocking my goal on Saturday. He came 
right in front of me just as I kicked the 
ball, but it got by in some way. I don’t 
see quite how. + 

To get this speed I have practiced a great 
deal with men breaking through, and then 
I do not spend any time in rearranging the 
ball after I catch it. I always try to get the 
lacing directly toward me, or directly away 
from, preferably the latter. If it.is on one 
side it bears the ball off from its course. 
When I get the ball in my hands I simpl 
turn my hands so that I can drop the bait 
vertically—i. e.: so that it will strike on its 
end, but I do not change the position of the 
ball in my hands. Some men turn it sideways 
and place their hands on either side with the 
point down. If my hands happen to hit on the 
sides, that is so much the better. But if 
they do not, I never shift the ball, for that 
wastes time. 

If I catch it by the ends I put one hand 
over the other, and drop it. If on the sides. 
| diagonally, I simply twist it at an angle of 
45°, so that it will be vertical. Then, before 
the kick is made, the man must see that the 
ground in front of him is smooth, or reason- 
ably so, that they may bounce accurately. 

These are about all the things a man has 
to look out for. ‘He must get the ball down 
squarely on its end and hit it with his foot 
the instant it begins to rise. He must get it 
away fast or it will be blocked, and he must 
get it away in the right direction. 

You have to make some allowance for the 
wind, but it is a funny thing that the wind 
does not always veer the ball from its 
course. You can’t tell much about that. 

I think the best drop kick I have ever 
made was in a game against Yale last year. 
That was from the forty-five-yard line. It 
hit the crossbar, but it went over all right. 
Saturday I tried one from the same line, but 
I did not get power enough into it. In prac- 
tice I have made them from the forty-five- 
yard line and atahangle. I have even stood 
on the side line, so that I was more than 
forty-five yards away and had @ narrower 
place to put the balls through and made 


them. ' 

But it is only a matter of practice. The 
best kick, from a standpoint of accuracy, 
is from the five-yard line, but standing way 
to the right or left on the side line, The 
goal posts are abeut a foot apart then and 
the ball has to go with absolute accuracy.

MAUD WALLACE WINS ‘FROM GREAT

The others 
were practically neglected. Notwithstand- 
ing this is the season of the year in which the 
2-year-olds frequently slip into races with 
aged horses at an advantage, the speedy 
Maud Wallace was lightly played at 12 
to 1. ; 

Hugh Penny ruehed out in front mnd led 
for a mile, opening up quite a gap on the 
backstretch but tiring in the Pun home. 
Maud Wallace caught him at the sixteenth 


lengths from Volandies, ‘who came fast the 
last half mile. Penny finished third and 
Great Bend fourth, which was as near the 
front as he ever got. a 

The third race brought out May Beach, 


for the expulsion of Jockey Bloss. May 
Beach had Mitchel for pilot this time, but

Some of Bloss’ friends thought the race 
indicated that there wus nothing wrong with 
the jockey’s ride on Thursday, but Colonel 
Haniilton said: ‘‘ This race does not affect 
my judgment of Bigss’ performance a par- 
ticle. Had May Beach had as good a ride 
on Thursday she probably would have won. 
She did not have O’Connell to run against 
that day.” 

Three long shots won during the afternoon. 
In the first race J.J. Donovan, who on Thurs- 
day had won with Ocorno at 20 to 1, sent his 


mile and a sixteenth. The conditions suited 
her. nicely in every way,.but it was her first 
race in a jong time and she was7 to 1 in the 
betting, Donna Rita being a 7 to 10 chance, 
although she’ is now in poor form. Uarda 
went to the front at the half mile pust and 
managed to last long enough to beat the 
favorite a neck. Elidad got away badly afd 
finished third, probably running the best 
race. 

The biggest surprise of the day came in 
the second race, vhen Emma M. beat some 
fair 2-year-olds with 115 pounds on her 
shoulders. Avenstoke, the favorite, should

ERHAPS the mabet popular painter of 
latter day England is the late Sir John 
Everett Millais, and yet there was a 
time in his life when he painted quite 
as well as he did at the end and when 

his talents failed of recognition. He was 
eonsidered too far advanced for his time. To 
us it is hard to imagine that he was ever 
in an “advance” art movement. His paint- 
ings, all their cleverness of technique, all 
their wealth of color, do not belong to the 
genius class.

Stokes company, we not only learn the his- 
tory of most of the artist's pictures but we 
are brought into most pleasant personal 
contact with the man and his friends. The 
pon has’ done his work well. He isnaturaily 
enthusiastic in his praise of his father’s art, : 
but then I doubt if he is any more enthusi- 
astic than were those less prejudiced critics, 
Ruskin, for example.s«who sang the praises 
of Miliais’ work. 

Sir John Everett Millais was the youngest 
son of John William Millais, the descendant 
of ah old Norman family, and was born at 
Southampton, England, on June 8, 1829. At 
the age of 4 he drew pictufes, and at 7 he 
made portrait sketches which were remark- 
able for their accuracy and the promise that 
they displayed. His mother gave him his 
first encouragement, and, indeed, he has 
often told his children that he owed every- 
thing toher. She undertook the greater part 
of his education, herself grounding him in 
history, po¢try, and literature, as well as in 
the knowledge of costume and armor, all of 
which was of the greatest use to him in his 
career. When he was about 10 years old the 
family lived for two'or three years in St.

_|LUCK FINDS. OTTO GRANTZ. 


After ‘Yours of Prospecting Ho Uncovers Wealth | 
in’ His “Hidden Fortune” Claim in the Black Hille 
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— 


COMMODORE OTTO P. TH. GRANTZ AND HIS MINE, NEAR 
DEADWOOD, s. D. | 


EADWOOD, 8&8. D., Nov. 3,—Otto P. T. 
Grantz is counted the richest man in 
the Black Hillis. He is rated as the 
first millionaire in this little mining 
country, and no one disputes his 

claim. For thirty-seven years Otto Grantz 
has been following a prospector’s life, first 
in California, then Oregon, .Nevada, Utah, 
and for twenty-three years in the 
Biack Hills, with varying luck. But in his 
a days the hand of fortune has blessed 

m. 

Otto Grantz was born in Turning, Ger- 
many, in 1835. At the age of 22 he came to 
America. Not finding work in Chicago, for 
the reason that he could not speak English, 
he went to Charlotte, Ia., where he worked 
ior his uncle for some time. In the spring 
of 1862 he turned his face westward. In 
1863 “‘ Commodore “ Grants, as he is called, 
figured prominently in an Indian fight near 
Boise Basin, in Idaho, In a company led 
by Jeff Stanford, a famous Indian fighter, 
for three weeks he. followed the trail of the 
Indians. There were several little skir- 


mishes, and in-the final battle twenty-one 


Indians were killed and sixty-two ponies, 
which the redskins had stolen from the 
ranch of old Beaver Dix, were captured and 
driven back to their ‘corral. Not a white 
man was killed. 

For the next dozen years Commodore 
Grantz prospected around the various min-

It was about this time that Millais painted 
his first religious subject, “ Christ in the 
House of His Parents,’’ and which was sold 
to a confiding dealer for £150.

Millais on Turner. 


Not the least interesting part of this book 
ig the letters and reminiscences. What 


Lady Millais has to say about Turner, for 


example, is particularly entertaining: 

I used frequently to go and see Turner and 
his pictures, and, though few ladies were ever 
aliowed to enter his doors, he waa kind to young 
artists. He lived like a hermit in a great lonely 
house in Queen Anne street; his walls hung with 
many of his own pictures, which he refused to 
part with. He would not sell these on any ac- 
count whatever, and one day he showed me a 
Diank check which had been sent to him to fill 
in to any amount he chose if would sell one of 
his pictures, but he laughed the idea and sent 
back the check immediately. ; 

The glass over many of hie works was broken, 
atid large pieces of brown paper were pasted over 
the cracks, for he would not be at the expense 
of new ones.

After leaving his. house in Queen Anne 
street, Turner seems to have taken a fancy 
to a little old-fashioned inn near Cheyne 
Walk, Chelsea. It was kept by a widow, and 
he asked if he might be allowed to live there. 
On her inquiring as to who he was, he said 
to her: *‘ What's your name?’ to which 
she replied: Mrs,..Brown.” Well,” said 
Turner, ‘Il am Mr. Brown.”

For eighteen years Grants worked on five 
fractional claims three miles southwest of 
this city, and it was two months ago that 
he discovered the remarkably rich shoot 
of ore on his hidden fortune claim, which 
lies adjacent to the Homestake possessions. 

The Grantz strike is a conundrum to the 
best mining experts of the Black Hills. The 
fact that the ore contains many kinds of 
values leads many to think that the shoot 
is a slide, or section, from a vertical, which 
will be found near by. Gold and silver ap- 
pear in a proportion of about two and one- 
half ounces of silver to one ounce of gold.

An amusing story in this book is that of the 
painting of ‘“‘ The Northwest Passage.” Ed~ 
ward Trelawny, the friend of Byron and 
Shelley, sat for the portrait of the old sea 
captain. He was a bluff, plain-spoken old 
man, and objected much to sitting to Millais, 
but he was finally prevailed upon by the 
artist’s wife, with whom he made a bargain. 
It seems that Trelawny was interested in a 
company for the promotion of Turkish baths 
in London, and he agreed with Mrs. Millais 
that if she would take six Turkish baths and 
pay for them he would sit six times to her 
husband. The lady consented, and Tre-. 
lawny gave the sittings. When he saw the 
picture at the Academy he became angry 
because there was a tumbler of grog on the 
table by his side. As he was a teetotaler of 
the most pronounced type, he protested 
and it was a long time before peace 
was patched ‘up between the artist and his 


sitter. 
Chapter on Du Maurier. 


A chapter is devoted to Du Maurier, who, 
it may be remembered, celebrated Millais 
in “Trilby ” as the Laird. In private life 
Du Maurier was habitually reserved and 
unobtrusive; but to Millais, whom he knew 
to be “moved by the same impulees as 
himself, and whose ideals were in the main 
much the same as his, he opened his heart 
as freely as a child.” J. G. Millais says: 

Du Maurier’s own weakness was Size. Though 
strong and active, he was but a smal! man him- 
self, and perhaps on that account his highest ad- 
miration, whether for man or beast, was reserved 
for creatures af colossal proportions. His heroes 
and heroines must all stand three or four inches 
over six feet, and their actions must be of the 
Homeric order. His dog, too, must ‘be of the 
biggest of his species; and tn that matter his de- 


sire was tified by the possession of ** 
age ee with which all readers of

hinted that if he could have been the real *‘ Guilli- 
ver’ his happiness would have been complete. 

Millais seems to have been a most delight- 
ful man in his own family and a most agree- 
able man in his club.

His last iliness was 
long and painful. He died, leaving not only 
a fortune to his family but also a name of 
which. they may well be proud. — 

The two volumes that go to make up this

Only-Jess attention has been given in Bos- 
ton, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia to the sub- 
ject of better dwellings than in New York. 
In addition to voluntary effort on the sub- 
ject in Boston, the State Bureau of Labor 
in 1891 made the most exhaustive inquiry 
there into tenement conditions ever made 
in any American city. The best example 
of a “model” tenement is found in that 
city, atid within the last year or two the 
active destruction of insanitary houses by 
the local Board of Health has begun. 
Brooklyn bas several semi-philanthropic 
“ models,” which, though of the dubious bar- 
racks type, are good examples of that type, 
and even Philadelphia, with its boasted 
freedom from tenement houses, has its 
“Octavia Hill ‘association,’ three years 
old and capitalized at $50,000, for adminis- 
tering dwellings both as owner and factor. 
A tenement house committee hag béen in 
existente in Chicago for about three years, 
and has done some educational work, 
though no effective effort has ever been 
made in this city to secure adequate regula- 
tion of domesti¢ building in the interest of 
light, air, and -general sanitation. 

The entire exhibit in question is being 
supervised by, an able committee in New 
4 York, with the aid of a special secretary, 
and volunteer committees in several other 
cities are cojperating. Such a committee 
is at’ work upon a representation for Chi- 
cago. After the exhibit has been shown in 
New York in January it will be taken to 
certain other cities, and will be placed in 
the Art Institute here some time during the 
winter. 

The aim in general will be to make known 
actual material conditions of home life, in- 
‘| cltiding not only the buildings occupied, 
their architecture, convenience, sanitation, 
expvstre, yard space, and other features, 


‘but also the parks, playgrounds, public 
} baths, and rapid transit facilities accessible. 


The higher achievements of different cities 
will be shown by photographs, plans, col- 
ored maps, and cardboard models; specula- 
tive plans will be submitted by certain 
afchitects, compilations of building laws 
and -health statistics will be made, mono- 
| graphs on conditions in different cities will 
be prepared. and conferences will be held 
at the time of the exhibition. A selection 
from the exhibit will also go fo Paris next 
year, @nd a. permanent home will be pro- 
| Vided for ft in New York. 
While utistinted commendation belongs to 
{ this admirable effort, “ore cannot help ex- 
} pressing the cautionary hope that it may 
escape the glaniour of the “ model tene- 
ment.” Prattically all, the instances of this 
modern product are anything but model or 
satisfactory human abodes, and Octavia 
Hill pronounced an anathema upon them 
years ago.’

AMERICAN SCHOOLS AMONG BOERS. 
The English Pilgrim. Fathers who came 
from Holland to New England in 1620, and 
the Dutch pilgrims frem Holland about the 
game time who went to south Africa and 
were later reinforced by Huguenot pil- 
grims from France, have some interesting 
points of-resemblance as intrepid adventur- 
ers and founders of new states.

NO PAPERS IN THIS CLUB. 

The Women’s Conference of the Society 
for Ethical Culture in New York is to be 
commended for its energy and enthusiasm 
as well as for its practical charitable work. 
The conference has various departments. 
‘There is a sewing society, which kept six- 
teen needy seamstresses busy all last winter 
eutting out and making ¢lothes for other 
needy ones. It has a visiting guild which 

looked after twenty-four crippled children 
and taught thém much useful knowledge, 
and. also. provided’ them with an outing 
for the summer. It has.a department which 
publishes a library list for boys and girls. 
It has a children’s guild which gives par- 
ticular attention to the little children of 
the poor. The women’s wage-earner sec- 
tion has organized a seholarship in the 
dressmaking department of the Pratt In- 
stitute for the girl graduate of the Ethical 
School most deserving of it. The publie 
school visiting section has distributed large 
numbers of pictures and objects-for nature 
study in the poorer schools. The philan- 
thropic committee has helped the families 
of needy soldiefs and raised a fund for 


helpers for sick or overworked mothers in 


tenement-houses. It also employs two 
trained nurses’ who have nursed children 
and. whole ‘families afflicted with ‘scarict 
fever and. diphtheria.

It was our Lowell who said that a certain 
English poet “ did not know the difference 
betweeft. truth; which is the breath of the 
muse’s nostril, and facts which suffocate 
her.” This differentiation of licit from 
illicit poetic material necessarily implied the 
presumption that when the muse was 
asphyxiated, the facts were, at least, ma- 
terial and authentic.

Without the Sapho 
af Nethersole it would be possible to flay 
the piece as a mixture of extravaganza, 
farce, and tragedy, passion the sole bond. 
Without the telling situations, which give 
something of dignity to terrifying carnal 
outbursts, it would be easy to ridicule the 
characterization itself.

For herself, Miss Nethersole has en 
into the role of Fanny Le Grand with yesh 
ardor that she has gained probably the most 
remarkable personal triumph of her career. 
Occasionally the temptation is to speak of 
Miss Nethersole as a great actress, a genius. 


Sometimes she almost deserves the descrip-_ 


tion. If the ability to display actual and 
not simulated emotion be the test she de- 
serves the title for what she is accomplish- 
ing in “ Sapho.”” She admits the emotion 
is under the former head, ‘the statement be- 
ing made in answer to the charge of ex- 
aggeration in the curtain scene of the third 
act when Jean leaves her, as he believes, 
forever. 

“*T do not exaggerate,” she says, “ because 
I live the part. When that scene is reached 
I have so thoroughly entered into the spirit 
of the imaginary Sapho that I do not have 
to act. I know what that woman would 
have done, and I doit. I forget myself en- 
tirely, I cease to restrain myself, I let my 
own self go. That, I believe, is acting." 

Begging Miss Nethersole’s pardon, one 
can't help believing she has got the wrong 
phrase. It is hysterica-she means. 

An actor of preéminent powers who has 
just finished his Chicago engagement. has 
most pronounced ideas on acting and abil- 
ity, both expressing and demonstrating 
them. He and Miss Nethersole’ do not 
agree. This is what Mr. Richard Mansfield 
Says, not’of Miss Nethersole but in general: 

“An actor must never forget he is an 
actor.- It is the acme of his art to be himself 
under the mask, yet to convey the illusion 
of being some one else, not living his part 
the less, but guiding it with greater skill. 
The artist must be.versatile, He must not 
yield to one particular emotion more than 
another."’ 

If Mr. Mansfield be right, Miss Nethersole 
may be credited with displaying emotion 
without acting it. As a matter of fact, 
however, the actress has been unintention- 
ally unjust to herself. She is something 
‘more than a sensitive instrument, capable 
of ‘echoing an emotion. She has creative 
force and a temperament, strange in an 
Englishwoman, Which fit her for playing 
roles which, until her coming, were con- 
ceded to the domain of Bernhardt, of Re- 
jane, and Duse. Under the most favorable 
auspices she should have been a _ great 
tragedienne. She has not been fitted, how- 
ever, with plays which would have enabled 
her to make a healthy, uplifting use of her 
exceptional emotidnal talents. Partly in 
self-defense,. possibly, she has taken .the 
most convenient lane, which has led her 
into fields which abound in tainted growths. 
It isclikely she ceased long ago te quarrel 
with, her surroundings, She hae prospered 
financially, and it is much te be feared has 
ceased -to discipline herself. Sometimes 
when she would be tragic she is only melo- 
dramatic. 

In ‘*Sapho’’ she has a réle which may be 
labeled accurately as convincing. It is at 
no time pleasant, least of all when probably 
truest, but it is not always the portrait of 
an utterly -bad- woman. Miss Nethersole’s 
intention, beyond any doubt, is. to show an 
unhappy woman who would like to be hap- 
py, who. sees in love, albeit unlawful, the 
only prospect of peace, and who is tigerish 
in her attempt to keep it her own. That 
she fails is no fault of hers, and that it is 
she who ultimately. decrees separation is, 
ohly the sign that she has found the lover, 
insincere and that the blow has deadened 
the heart within her. She succeeds in part, 
more’s the pity, for the result is a certain. 
appealing tone in the characterization, the. 
note which brings sympathy. Of course, it 
ought not .to be, but it is much «ompli- 
ment to Miss Nethersole, and it tends de- 
cidedly to.insure the future fortune of the 
play. The part suits the actress, the actress. 
suits the play, and the play bids fair to suit 
the public.” It is too bad. But it may not 
be for long. The East, which has done us 
much harm, may this once do us good sim- 
ply by being bored. ) 

Richard Mansfield has good cause for view- 
ing the intended joint invasion of America 
next year by the Bernhardt-Coquelin com- 
bination with anything but pleasure. It 
represents to him a play lost, and a large 
amount of money with it. To all appear- 
ances the actor has been the victim of an 
intrigue, that is to say, he is again the target 
of petty syndicate spite. Mr. Mansfield is 
the most powerful, therefore the most dan- 
gerous, foe confronting the union of man- 
agers, and though he is too strong to be 
attacked, he can be worried. Some months 
azo he learned that the French dramatist, M, 
Emile Moreau, had written a play having for 
its central figure Jeffreys, the Hanging Judge 
of the reign of the second James. He en- 
tered into negotiations for the piece and after 
a sharp competition practically bid it in by 
the offer of a large bonus over the syndicate 
prico. The contract was signed and the 
money passed. The contract called for an 
early delivery of the manuscript, but con- 
tained the stipulation that Mansfield should 
not produce the play in this country before 
Coquélin presénted it in Paris, Finding it- 
self balked of the chance of securing the play 
cutright, there is abundant reason for be- 
lieving that the syndicate agents worked 
upon M. Coqueélin to withhold the play for a 
season and dgree to come then to this coun- 
try and introduce it from the New York 
stage. Coquelin has announced the indefinite 
postponement of the Parisian inaugural, M. 
Moreau has gone to Spain, so it is safd. on a 
pleasure trip. no manuscript has céme to-Mr. 
Mansfield, mor any~-check refunding the 
money already paid. Hence it happens that 
Mr. Mansfield will not have a new play 
in readiness when he goes into New York a 
few weeks from now. Score one for the 
syniticate, but watch who makes the next

The Actors’ Fund of America, for the bene 
fit of which all the theatrical folk in the 
city this week will combine for an enter- 
tainment. get on Thursday 
afternoon, has been an instrumént of much 
good during the decade of its existence. 
best thing about the fund always has been 
the ease with which it could be reached by 
those who have reason to dyaw upon it. Prop- 
erly the Actors’ Fund is the organization 
controlling the fund. Asan organization Its 
aim is to give aid of every description to 
actors. There is searce any red tape, at least 
in theory. Any professiongl has the right to 
ask help, and there is no hard and fast line 
on membership. An actor who discovers 
suddenly a necessity for legal advice is at 
liberty to wire the chief counsel in New 
York, and that attorney will refer him taa 
Chicago lawyer in the service of the organ-. 
ization. 

Unfortunate members of the profession 
are not the only ones to make use of this 
kind of assistance, advice being often 
soukht by stars as well as “open for en-. 
gagement” people. The majority of re-. 
quests for aid come of course from the 
destitute and the sick. In every city in 
the country there are one or more official 
physicians. , In Chicago there are four. A- 
call for help is heeded. without delay. In 
sickness an actor may draw $10 a week 
from the fund and in the event of death 
the organization pays funeral expenses. It 
is the pride of the profession that none 
of tts ‘members has before him in his dark- 
est hour the fear of a pauper’s grave. At. 
the present time Louis Aldrich ts the Pres- 
ia@ent of the organization, John Drew and: 
Tony Pastor its Vice Presidents, Andrew.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontendy.} 
CURIOUS story current in London 
would seem to indicate that Sir Red- 
vers Bulier, now Commander-in-Chief 
in south Africu, is possessed of the 
strange gift of second sight, a singu- 
larly valuable gift for a General. It seems 
he was at Cape Town at the time of Sir 
George Colley’s disastrous rout at the battle 
of Majuba Hill On the day of the battle, 
although he was many hundreds of miles 
away, he saw vividly before him the scene 
of Colley’s defeat and death. So strong was 
the impression which this species of vision 
created upon his mind that he immediately 
rode out as fast as he could to the suburban 
residence of the Cape Premier, Sir James 
Sibewright, imparting to him his fears, and 
entreating him to get at once in telegraphic 
communication with the British base at 
Mount Prospect. 


Sir James cumplied with his wishes, and 
whilst Buller and the Premier were sitting. 


together, .reassuring replies were received, 
and Major Buller was bantered by Sir James 
on the subject of his apprehensions. Yet 
before evening had arrived the news of Gen- 
eral Colley’s defeat and death on Majuba 
Hill was flashed across the wires, and it was 
then seen that the disaster to British arms 
had already taken place at the time whiten 
Buller called upon the Cape Premier, al- 
though nothing was known about it then 
at Mount Prospect, the British base of opera- 
tions against the Boers. 

It is likewise recalled in military circles 
in London that Sir Redvers seemed to be 
aware of the death of the French Prince 
Imperial and of the fall of Khartum and 
also of the death of Gordon at the hour of 
occurrence and long before news of the 
events arrived. Buller is such a strange, 
silent, saturnine looking man, so repellent 
in his manner, and so uninviting as far as 
familiar conversation and discussion are 
concerned, that no one has ever been known 
to question him about these matters. But 
the fact is on record that he has on at least 
three occasions given marvelous demonstra- 
tions of the possession of a second sight, 
which enables him to know important events 
that are in progress hundreds and even 
thousands of miles away from him. 


Never before has a commander of a big 
army embarked upon a campaign thus men- 
tally equipped and much curiosity prevails 
as to the services which his second sight is 
likely to render to Sir Redvers in the war 
against the Boers. It may be added that im- 
mediately on learning the official news of 
Colley’s @efeat and death Buller went to 
his chief at Cape Town, Sir Leicester Smith, 
the General officer then in command, and 
entreated him to proceed at once to Natal 
by boat, assume the command of the army 
in the field, and retrieve the disaster at 
Majuba Hill before the Boers had time to 
follow up their advantage. Had Sir“Leices- 
ter done so, it is generally believed, the Boers 
would have been defeated, the unfortunate 
convention agreed to by Gladstone as Pre- 
mier avoided, and the present war averted. 

Sir Leicester first refused to comply with 
Buller's suggestion, then agreed to it, and 
even left Cape Town for the purpose of pro- 
ceeding to Natal, but changed his mind be- 
fore reaching his destination and returned to 
the Cape, thus leaving open the way for Mr. 
Gladstone to give the Boers their independ- 
ence on. the strength of their victory over 
the British at Majuba Hill. After the lapse 
of nearly twenty years Buller, now a Gen- 
eral, a Privy Councilor of the Queen, and a 
Knight-Grand-Cross-of-the-Bath, is sent out 
at the head of the biggest army that has left 
English shores since the days of the great 
Duke of Wellington, to accomplish the job 


_which after Majuba he vainly urged when a 


Major upon General Sir Leicester Smith to 
perform. 


Sir Redvers Buller, it is well known, by no 
means relishes the idea of having Prince 
Alexander of Teck and Prince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein under his orders in south 
Africa, and it may be taken for granted that 
he will keep them as far as possible from the 
actual scene of hostilities. Prince Christian 
is a grandson of the Queen, of whom she Is 
particularly fond, while Prince Alexander of 
Teck ts the youngest brother of the Duchess 
of York, England’s future Queen If any- 
thing untoward were to happen to either of 
these young men ft doubtless would have the 
effect of putting the Commanding General 
in the black books of royeilty, with the gal- 
lant officer who commanded the bloodless 
and eminently sucessful expedition to 
Ashamtee,. who has been ever since then 
under a cloud and the object of the most un- 
merited neglect on the part of the crown and 
the government, merely because the Queen’s 
favorite son-in-law, Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, who was attached to the expedition, 
had the misfortune to lose his life through a 
malignant fever during the campaign; and 
with General Lord Chelmsford, who has 
never been able to live down the odium in 
which he became involved in highest quar- 
ters by the fact that the French Prince Im- 
perial was killed by the Zulus in 1879 while 
serving under his orders, It is well known 
that during the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, in 
Egypt, in 1882, the cares and anxieties of 
Lord Wolseley as:‘Commander-in-Chief were 
vastly increased throughout the conflict by 
apprehension lest Queen Victoria’s favorite 
son, Arthur Duke of Connaught, command- 
ing the brigade of guafUs, should be either 
wounded, captured, or killed. 

In fact, it was with the object of sheltering 
the Duke as far as possible from danger 
that Lord Wolseley kept back the guards, 
who keenly resented that because of the 
presence at their head of the Duke of Con- 
naught they should be denied their custom- 
ary post of homor—the front rank of the 
attacking force. 

Of course, nobody dreams of tmpugning 
the courage or gallantry of any of these 
royal Princes.: In fact, it is their persona] 
pluck which enhances the difficulty of the 
situation, for they are so anxious to distin- 
guish themselves, so eager for the opportu- 
nity of performing some feat of bravery 
which will have the effeot of increasing their 
personal prestige and surrounding their 
brows with military laurels, so dear to every 
soldier, that they are forever trying to put 
themselves in the way of danger. 

Sir Redvers is certain to stand no noneense 
whatsoever of this kind, and those who know 
him best are of the opinion that both Prince 
Christian and Prince Alexander will be kept 
out of harm’s way, and shipped back to Eng- 
land if they do not render strict obedience to 
Sir Redvers in the matter. 

Since the death of the Empress of Austria 
the Emperor has been reported as affianced 
in turn to Princess Isabella of Orleans and 
Princess Mathilde of Bavaria, the latter hav- 
ing likewise been reported as engaged to 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir to the 


La ‘throne of Austria. At the time when these 


reports were circulated I expressed in these 
columns doubts as to their authenticity. and 
my doubts have since been verified, for last 
week Princess Isabella, sister of the Duke of 
Orleans, married her cousin, Prince John of 
Orleans, an officer in the Danish cavalry.

The latter, a 
Captain in the Austrian army, was born in 
Brazil, his mother having been the younger

The Newmarket Is fashioned of tan broad- 
cloth kersey in combination with tan panne 
velvet, a material much used for garnishing 
broadcloths. It follows the box coat out- 
lines, but has a graduated Spanish flounce 
on the bottom, widest in the back. Scallops 
finish the front, and these are inlaid with 
the velvet, over which are stitched narrow 
curved pieces of broadcloth at the edge of 
the scallops. 

The feature of the garment, however, is 
the large hood, stitched around the edges 
and lined with velvet, ag is also the high 
flaring Medici collar. The lapels might 
better be called revers and are faced with 
velvet, while the sleeves follow the graceful 
bell pattern.

United States Has a Law. 

It is difficult to understand why Ambassa- 
dor Tower should have considered it neces- 
sary to make any suggestion. For there is 
in. existence a United States law, almost 
universally .ignored but . never 
which prescribes a court costume for Ameri- 
can diplomatic and consular officials abroad. 
It was enacted in 1849, and is as follows: 

“'The uniform for the diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives of the United States 
to be worn in all visits of ceremonies to the 
authorities of the place and on all other 
proper occasions consists of the following 
parts and appendages—namely: A blue 
cloth dress coat, single breasted, with stand- 
ing collar, having the front from the collar 
to the extremity of the skirt, and the collar, 
the cuffs, and the pocket flaps embroidered 
in gold, not more than two inches wide, rep- 

_ yesenting a vine of olive leaves. There 
shoyld be upon the coat ten gilt navy buttons 


in front, one navy button on eagn side of the 


cape, four on each cuff, four under each 
pocket flap, one on hip and on the folds, 
two on each side of the skirt and in the 
center, one on each side on the lower extrem- 
ity, and corresponding buttonholes fn front, 
extending the width of the embroidery 
worked in gold thread. The vest should be 
white, with ten small gilt navy buttons in 
front, four under each pocket flap. The 


trousers should be of blue cloth, lined with 


gold lace, or white knee breeches, with gold 


lacé and shoe buckles. The headdress is to” 


Consist of a cocked hat, furnished with a 
@0ld loop, golden tassels, and a black cock- 
ade, having a golden eagie in the center. The 
sword worn with this uniform should Have 
gilt: mountings and be suspended from a 
white swordbelt, with navy trimmings.” 


This Uniform Never Worn. 

Just why this uniform thus prescribed by 
Congress, which is so thoroughly in keeping 
with the ceremonial dress of the diplomatic 
and.consular representatives of all other 
nations, including the French republic, has 
never been'worn within the memory of the 

t generation it is difficult. to say. 

At the time when it was enacted, however, 
the only important republic represented at 
the courts of .the old world was that of 
Switzerland, whose diplomatic and consular 
officials invariably. wore evening dress on 
ceremonial occasions; and it may be pre- 
sumed.that inasmuch as the uniform pre- 
scribed by Congress was expensive, costing 
some $700 or more and coming out of the

But in England 
the so-called levée uniform, or black velvet 
court dress, is de rigueur at court in the case 
of all Americans and Swiss, official and un- 
‘official, unless they happen to belong to the 
diplomatic service of their respective coun- 
tries. 
as Token of Rank. « 
It is well known that there is a disposition 


“@ummery,”’ all well enough for the people 
of the “ effete monarchies "’ of the old world, 
but totally unworthy of so great ‘and glorious 
a nation as the United States. But at the 
game time it must be borne in mind that 
Americag diplomats and consular officials 
are sent abroad to uphold in foreign coun- 
tries the prestige and to personify the 
grandeur and the importance of this repub- 
lic, ee , the people in the old world, 
to eit education and to their surround- 
ings, see in uniforms an indication of rank 
and authority. To them a uniform‘is not a 
livery, but something in the nature of those 
robes of honor which the ancients were 
wont to don for the purpose of demonstrating 
their power, their importance; and their title 
to the homage and subse 
low-creatures. 
Sentinels, policemen, and soldiers, for in- 
stance, are obliged: to salute every. uniform 
they meet, no matter whether it be of mili- 
tary, naval, 6r diplomatic cut. But they 
naturally will not salute a man in ordinary 
evening dress, who -has nothing in his at- 
tire to distinguish him from a butler, or 
even an ordinary restaurant or hotel waiter. 
I have sometimes watched at:court func- 
tions. in Berlin and elsewhere on the conti- 
nent the arrival of the guests. All tokens of 
respect would be accorded by the militazy 


insignificant of attachés of the mission of 
some fifth-rate South American republic 
or of the Servian Legation, merely because 
ihe happéned to be in diplomatic uniform; 
While those tokens of respect were with- 
held from the representative of the United 
States merely because he happened to labor 
under the disadvantage of being in ordinary 
evening dress. He wore no uniform, ergo, in 
the eyes of the people he possessed no rank. | 

Tt is almost impossible to convey to the 
masses in the old world that there can be 
rank or official dignity without its corre- 
sponding insignia and outward token of office 
In the shape of uniforms. 

Serious’ as is this disadvantage to which 
“American diplomats are exposed on the con- 
stinent of Europe, it is much more injurious 
to the interests ef the United States tn Ori- 
ental countries, especially in the great cities 
of Africa and Asia, where the pettiest con- 
sular official of a fifth-class European pow- 
er enjoys by reason of his uniform greater 
respect from the natives, and consequently 
greater influence, than the Consul Geneml 
or even the Minister of the United States. 


Subject to Foreign Sovereigns.

Siomer C. Fancher, chief sanitary inspector - 


- wnder the lodging-house law passed at the 
last session of the General Assembly. Two 


cents for a bed—no, not for a bed, but fora 
shelter. That seems cheap, but not until 
one has examined the accommodations af- 
forded for the price does he realize how 
costly such shelter may prove. 

In his report of an inspection of 529 lodg- 
fng-houses in the city Mr. Fancher says: 
“ The places that offer lodging for two cents 
@ night furnish a space on the floor, without 
any bedding whatever, except possibly 4 
sheet of newspaper. The different floors are 
marked off into separate spaces, which are 
mumbered. Wach lodger is given his num- 


‘ber and is entitled to lie down in the space 


assigned him for the night upon the pay- 


ment of two cents.”

Precautions Against Theft. 

Theft in these places is almost unknown.

In the washroom is 
a tin drinking cup, with three small holes 
punched in the bottom. This, while it al- 
lows a man to quench his thirst, prevents 
him fromm carrying water‘in it ‘to his room, 
and makes it not worth his while to steal it. 
The towels are of the roller sort, and the 
roller in which they hang is secured in place 
by a hasp and lock.

No Fear of Oversleeping. 

There is one convenience In which the av- 
erage lodging-house excels all hostelries of 
greater pretensions.

Little danger awaits any patron 
who leaves orders for a call for any partic- 


which a transient may occupy a room or bed 
is limited, usually to ten hours. This is 
particularly so during the. winter months, 
when the rooms are in demand by day and 
by night—so much so that “ next” checks 


shops during rush hours. 

Many @ man who is doing a catch-as-catch- 
can wrestle with misfortune is often unable 
to raise “the price’ before a reasonable bed 
time, hence his retiring hours are irregular.
